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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-27, 40-45 are pending in this application. Newly added claims 40-45 are noted. 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following mventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
L Claims 1-27, drawn to a coating method, classified in class 427, subclass 163.2. 
n. Claims 40-45, drawn to a method of gas flowing, classified in class 222, 
subclass 3. 

The inventions are distinct, each fi-om the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are directed to two patentably distinct and significantly different processes. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

AppUcant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse.

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 40-45 are withdrawn fi-om consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-2, 4-6, 10-11, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticiapted 
by Linn et al. (6,143,376) for the reasons Hsted in the previous office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 
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Claims 3, 7-9, 12-15, 17-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Linn et ah (6,143,376) for the reasons listed in the previous office action. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 3/20/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Linn specifically teaches a method of decoating short fiber and 
cannot be compared with the method of coating as set forth in the claims (pp.8-10). 

The examiner disagrees. It was previously stated in the last office action that Linn 
teaches of decoating prior to CVD coating (coll lines 64 - col.2 line 4). In other words, the 
decoating step was a pre coating step which allowed for the separation of fibers prior to coating 
by CVD. It is the examiner's position that Linn still teaches of coating a CMC fiber, by passing 
the fiber through a reaction zone. Applicant has not taken issue with this fact. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed persuasive.
